Disease Spiritual 
(DEMONOLOGY) 





F. J. Lee 


In the first article on “disease 
spiritual” we mentioned a few 
cases where demons were cast 
out and the parties were heal- 
ed. We shall now come a little 
more pointed with a few _ illus- 
trations and give some Scrip- 
ture to sustain our declarations.

A sister who had just received 
the Holy Ghost had a little girl 
with white swelling in one limb. 
The mother had prayed very 
much for the child and one 
night she had a dream that the 
Lord said to send for me tv 
come and pray for the child and 
it would be healed. We went tuo 
pray for the child and this was 
my first experience to lead a 
prayer, service for healing. We 
prayed over the child, anointet 
ii, and sat up, thinking that was 
all there was to do. We didn’t 
even think or realize that there 
was a demon in the flesh, but 
while quietly sitting there look- 
ing at the child the power of the 
Lord came on us to rebuke the 
demon, leading us-forward to- 
ward the lame leg.

- This wag only a beginning of 
God’s work in revealing to us 
something about the way de- 
mons affect our bodies. Since 
then we have had hundreds of, 
‘xperiences on the above line 
We speak of this to show thai 
we are not treading on ground 
which we know nothing about, 
but as Peter said, “We cannot 
but speak the things which we 
have seen_and heard.” 

One time the Lord let a severe 
disease come upon me, a very 
severe bilious attack and 
rheumatism. It was so _ severe 
that"'I was utterly helpless. I 
could not turn in bed, my limbs 
were so stiff with rheumatism 
that I could not use them, and 
such excruciating pain I never 
lad before; but God gave the 
power to a brother to cast out 
the rheumatism spirit. I felt it 
so sensibly slip away from my 
body. I was healed from that 
moment and have been healed 
ever since that, night. This also 
helped to establish me in the 
doctrine of “disease spiritual.” 

A brother near Cleveland, a
